Remarks: 


The USPTO accidentally mailed the last Office Action to Fish and Richardson (see PAIR). 
Because of this, our office only learned of the outstanding action this week as the result of due 
diligence follow up. Applicant would have otherwise responded to the Action well within the 
allotted 3 month time period which expired February 20. Because the delay was caused by the 
USPTO 's incorrect mailing, we should not have to pay an extension fee. 

With respect to substantive matters, the examiner in his final rejection has indicated allowable 
subject matter in claim 1 1 contingent on the Applicant correcting antecedent basis problems. 
Amendments have been made which clear up the antecedent basis problems and also 
incorporates all of the claim 10 and 11 limitations into claim 8. 

Because of this, we respectfully request that this application be allowed. If any issues remain 
that would prevent issuance of this application, the Examiner is urged to contact the undersigned 
by telephone prior to issuing a subsequent action.
